Fort Worth. Texas, Feb. 13.—Cap- 


tain Vernon Castle of the Royal Flying 
corps, who braved death for two years 
over the German lines with only a 
minor wound, met death on a peaceful 
flying field today in an effort to aveit 
a. collision with another aviator. The 
cadet aviator with whom he was Hy- 
ing, K. Peters, wus only slightly in- 
jured. 


Captain Castle waa killed when he 


prevented wrhat would have "been cer- 
tain death for him, the cadet with him 
and an aviator in another plane, who 
was landing nearby at what is known 
as a "blind angle." The aviator could 
not see Castle's machine, which was 
on the ground and could not hear it 
because of the noise of his own en- 
gine. 


Captain Castle saw the collision 


coming and "zoomed'up" 75 leet, but 
went at such an angle that his engine 
died, unable to push the plane farther. 
So narrow was the escape from a ser- 
ious collision that Castle's plane struck 
the other plane's tail, smashing it. 


Plunged Xosc Downward to Earth. 
Castle's plane turned dn its side, then 


plunged nose downward to earth. He 
sought to right it but there was not 
time enough. 
Had he been 20 feet 


higher he could have landed safely. 


Capt. Castle was the best liked man 


on the aviation field." Tears streamed 
down the cheeks of officers and men 
while they worked releasing his body 
from the wrecked plane.

he used a crest cut from the adver- 
tisement of ft lending furrier.

he moved to the Ansonla, where he 
tokl Mr. Stokes, the owner, that he 
was King Alphonso's special messenger 
and exhibited documents to prove his 
claim.

German newspapers for the starting of 
the much advertised German offensixe, 
has passed, and no aggression on the 
part of the enemy materialized.

French armies delivered at widely sep- 
arated points on the Western front, 
smashes at the German line. 
These 


attacks', although they were merely in 
tho nature of raids, were successfully 
carried out and rcKultcd In the capture 
of prisoners and tho inlliction of cas- 
ualties on tho enemy. The Canadians 
cm the fomous Lens sector kept up 
their raiding operations against the 
Germans, again entering trenches and 
bringing back prisoners. 


Xear Courey tho French undertook: 


successfully a similar maneuver, which 
bore fruit in the bagging of a number- 
of Germans. 


In tho Buttc de ilesnil region oC 


Champagne, where the French, aided 
by American batteries, executed a bril- 
liant stroke early in the week, a live- 
ly artillery duel was in progress at last 
accounts, with the Americans in all 
probability 
participating. 
Likewise- 


near Verdun and in the Woevrs, vio- 
lent reciprocal bombardments are in 
progress. 


Ifnns Repair Bnningo by Americans'. 


Along that sector of the front east 


of St. i Milhiel. where

force is holding the line, quiet is pre- 
vailing for tho time being1, owing: to 
the inclement weather and tho morass 
which has formed as the

Tho Germans in front of 


the Americans are busily engaged in 
repairing trenches and constructing 
new dugouts to replace those which 
have been shattered recently by tho 
accurate aim of the American gun- 
ners handling their 75's. 


Over the entirc.front the aerial ac- 


tivity by both sides continues intense, 
with both the entente and German air- 
iTion endeavoring to locate opposing 
positions or to spy out troop concen- 
trations. 
French aviators again have 


carried out n brilliant foray into Ger- 
many, attacking with bombs numer- 
ous towns of military importance, not- 
ably Metz, tho famous fortress which 
lies pome 20 miles norfh of the Amer- 
ican sector in Lorraine. Large quan- 
tities of explosives were dropped and 
conflagrations were observed. 


Tho British again have hit tho Turlc 


line in Palestine a hard blow. North- 
east of Jerusalem they ba.ve penetrat- 
ed Turkish position*! to a depth of two 
miles on n front of six miles.

Sneaking out Into tho Strait of Uo- 


vor, German torpedo boat destroyers 
early Friday morning made another 
of their sudden attacks on small Brit- 
ish cratt, Kinking eight of them—seven 
drifters and one trawler. Having car- 
ried out their work of destruction the 
Germans beat a hasty retreat to tho 
north before British naval forces eeiuId 
engage them.

JBy Muscle Training They Save 


Children From Bein? Help- 
less Cripples.

Anxious Interest the accounts of the 
pjjdemlc ot infantile paralysis. Many 


t them may have wondered since 
'hat became of the little victims of 


the disease and thought of them per- 
haps as helpless cripples. It will be 
{encouraging to them to Know that 
jphousands of these children who were 
pn their backs a year ago, with every 
prospect of remaining there perhaps 
for tha rest of thelr_liveB, are now, 
thanks to physicians, nurses and mas- 
leurs. In school with normal children 
M their own age. 
f In New York city alone 7,000 chll- 
JBren who would have been helpless 
! cripples are being cured by "muscle 
' wlucatlon," administered by trained 
nurses and masseurs. In one month 
these children receive 22,000 treat- 
nents. Each one is under the care of 
i nurse, who sees that It attends a 
illnle If able. It not, the nnrse ad- 
ministers the muscle training in the 
»ome. Jt la literally impossible in 
nost cases for one of these children 
a escape being cured, according to 
jhysiciana In charge of the Commlt- 
ge on After Care of Infantile Paraly- 
ila of New Tork city, which is co op- 
erating with 60 hospitals and clinics 
to directing the work. If one fails to

report at a clinic, committee nead- 
quarters Is immediately notified and 
the nurse goes to the child's home 
the following day and takes it to the 
hospital. The mother or some other 
member of the family Is taught to 
assist in this muscle training-. 


The work of after care in infantile 


paraljBls Is not confined to one local- 
ity. Wherever the epidemic raged in 
the summer of 1916 and wherever 
public health nurses are employed it 
is being .carried on along the same 
lines. 


Here is a good example of the treat- 


ment: One of the 7,000 cases of the 
Committee on After Care Is a four- 
year girl who 13 months ago was par- 
alyzed from the necfc down and strap- 
ped to an Iron frame. 


She was so young that her training 


had to be given In the form of play. 
Every day for 13 months thejmrse 
has called at her home and put her 
through play exercises, combining 


them with massage and electrical 
treatment. Each exercise has been 
designed to educate the hardened 
muscles. 


'When the nurse began her work 


every muscle in the child's body had 
lost what the doctors call Its "work- 
Ing brain" and was practically dead. 
Today these muscles are beginning to 
live again. The iron frame to which 
she was strapped has been discarded. 
The little patient can now move 
about and stretch her arms. In two 
years the doctor promises her mother 
she will be well and, like other chil- 
dren, able to go to school with sturdy 
youngsters of her own age, not com- 
pelled to hobble on crutches to a 
school for crippled children. 


The after care of victims of tha 


poliomyelitis is only one phase ol 
public health nursing which Is today 
calling young women from the ^est 
homes and the best schools of tha 
country Into the nursing rank*.

Determine Location and Are« to Be 
"Planted'to Vegetables *• Soon as 
Practicable—Each Town and City 
Should Be Able to Supply the Needs 
of Its Own Population—Order Your 
Seedt Early. 


How shall we get ready for home 


gardening activities in 1018 Is a ques 
lion now reaching the United States 
department of agriculture from all sec- 
tions. To these questioners the de- 
pirtment is giving the following ad- 
v>ce- 


Determine the location and the area 


to be planted to vegetables as soon as 
practicable. Clear it of rubbish and 
as material suitable for a compost 
heap is available, start one. Arrange, 
If possible, for the necessary fertilizer 
for the season's garden from local 
sources, such as stables, streets or 
abattoirs. A<^d these materials to the 
compost heap so as to Insure as large 
a supply _as possible of suitable ma- 
terial -with the smallest practicable use 
of commercial fertilizers. This Is de- 
sirable to Insure plant food and to save 
expense. 
Commercial fertilizers are 


scarce and high, and in garden work 
even when such materials are abund- 
ant and relatively cheap they cannot 
entirely replace stable manure and 
compost. Each city or town should 
be able to supply the major part of 
the needs of its gardening population 
if the fertilizers produced within its 
limits are husbanded for their nse. 


Get Seeds Early. 


As gooh as the spring catalogues are 


available, select the list of seeds need- 
ed to plant the area to be used for gar- 
dening. In choosing the list, have In 
mind the selection of those sorts which 
did best hist season, those which the 
family relished most, and determine 
the quantity with care in order that 
only the seed necessary to meet your 
requirement be purchased. The sup- 
ply of some of the important varieties 
of garden seeds is limited, and In or- 
der that all may obtain the quantity 
needed to meet their needs, everyone 
should co operate to make the supply 
available produce a maximum crop. 


Place your seed orders early. 


Plan Your Garden in Advance. 


In planning the garden have due re- 


gard to supplying the family with 
fresh vegetables as well aa those de- 
sired for canning or drying, but refrain 
from.jsntering_the_ field_ ol commercial

A Question or Responsibility. 


There seems to be more 
or 
less 


question of responsibility as regards 
the rampant 
and 
eccentric 
Silver 


creek, and of other hillside streams 
•which reach the. Susquchanna by wa- 
ter courses running through this city. 
Silver creek, in particular, has Irom 
the early days of the village been a 
cause of trouble, whenever the early 
spring freshets c-me down. Of recent 
years and 
concurrently 
with 
the 


growth of the town, these troubles 
have increased. In an earlier clay, if 
the -waters,were high, they spread out 
over and beyond the sloping banks and 
eventually reached the larger stream 
without doinfr much damage. Later, 
as the number of houses and business 
places, and of streets increased, the 
creek was walled in, its boundaries 
encroached upon and a none-too-wldo 
permanent channel was provided. 


-The result is.obvious. This narrow 


channel, in some places covered and 
in others open, is easily blocked, in 
summer, by floating ' debris brought 
from the upper courses of the stream, 
in winter by ice; and in either case an 
overflow, with flooded streets 
and 


yards and cellars, may be looked for. 
In ntauy cases the bed of the creek is 
composed of flat stones, and these if 
loosened add to the obstructions a.nd 
consequent trouble. 
In other places 


ttie bed of the stream has been plank- 
ed, -but the- alternate 
wetting 
and 


drying of these planks tends to decay; 
the nails loosen and eventually the 
planks-also float down and-, lodge. The 
only thing thus far effectually used 
and-with any certainty of permanence 
for the creek bottom Is concrete. 
Wlio Shall Maintain the Creelt Bed? 


'To keep the stream within its nar- 


row boundaries is a difficult thing, 
and It costs a considerable sum oC 
money every year; 
and 
whenever 


these expenses come up there arises 
also the question o ' maintenance, and 
of municipal and personal responsi- 
bility. The city has always taken care 
of the stream, where it flows along or 
across the 'highways within the street 
boundaries. But it has also held that 
tho property owners must take care of 
it xvhcro it crosses 
their properties. 


And in each case-tho matter has been 
complicated by the fact that often the 
origin 
of 
debris whicli eventually 


paused the overflow could not be as- 


- certained, or was at least cause for 


controversy. There has been, also, no 
uniformity of coifstruction In caring 
for the creek course. 
Sonio 
walls 


have been of loose stone, some plas- 
tered or cemented, some of 'posts and 
planks; and the same is true of the 
creek bottom. 


Under those circumstances it would 


seem that the present is a good time 
to settle the matter, to ascertain where 
the responsibility rests and what steps 
ehouW bo taken for proper construe-, 
tlon and maintenance. 
This done, the 


city authorities should see to it that a 
uniform and proper system of caring 
for the water course is adopted and 
tarried out. 
The expense 
will, of 


course, be large, 
and 
1'or evident 


financial reacona all tho work cannot 
l<fe clone in one year. It can, however, 
be begun, and BO far as it goes 
the 


- work should bo permanent. Tornpor- 


nry work is in the end tho most cost- 
ly or makeshifts.

Other Streams of the Cit.v. 


Specific reference is made to Silver 


creek, because it is most cramped In

Captain 
Augustus M. Gurney, who for a long 
thno has been with the American ex- 
peditionary forces in l.'rance, until a 
few days ago, when three of them ar- 
rived iu a. bunch. . One, the ol'U-^t, 
bore date of fjeeeniber 10, another of 
Christmas day und the third of Jan- 
uary 7. 
All are interesting human 


documents, and thoroughly ah»'e with 
the spirit of the American soldier; and 
though they naturally are largely per- 
sonal, they contain much of general 
Interest and The Star is glad to be 
accorded opportunity, to print a few se- 
lections. 


.Captain Gurney (his commission to 


that position though dating from Aug- 
ust S had only just poen received) 
writes under date of December IS that 
he is in the woods with the French 
aviators, learning balloons with n bal- 
loon company, and that there is a. pos- 
sibility that ho will become a member 
of that branch of the service, though 
the life and excitement of the Field ar- 
tillery are attractive to him.

Minister to Belgium Declared It Wa» 


Difficult to Write Calmly and Justly; 


In View of the Huns' Gratu- 


itou» Cruelty. 


Facts concerning the deportation 


of Belgians and the forced labor ex- 
torted by the "Hun" military lead- 
ers, iphich excited the ind.igna.tion of 
the civilized world, have been thus 
officially set forth: 


The plan of setting forth thjs essen- 


tial facts of the deportations uud 
forced labor of Belgians Is sot forth 
by the committee on public Informa- 
tion as follows: the documents, that 
Is to say, a small fraction of' those 
which could be cited, toll the story, and 
only such comments are added as are 
needed to enable the reader to easily 
grasp the connection of events. 


"The deportations . . . -vvere the 


most vivid, shocking, convincing, single 
happening in all our enforced observa- 
tion and experience of German dis- 
regard of human suffering and human 
rights In Belgium."— Vernon Kellogg 
in Atlantic Monthly, October, 1917. 


A summary of the whole situation, 


down to January, 1917, can bo ob- 
tained by reading continuously the re- 
port of Minister Whitlock, taken from 
the files of the state department. This 
tells of the brutality of the deporta- 
tions. 
"Legation of the United States of 


America, 'Brussels, Jan. 1G, 1917. 


"The 
Honorable, the Secretary of 


State, Washington. 
"Sir: I have had it in mind, and I 


might say, on -my conscience, since 
the Germans began to deport Belgian 
workmen early In November, to pre- 
pare for the department a detailed 


enrolled Into the army or to be em- 
ployed. at forced labors. 
N 


"(2) If Individual Infractions of po- 


lice regulations are committed, the 
authorities will Institute a search for 
the responsible authors nad will pun- 
ish them, without placing the respon- 
sibility on the entire population. 


"(3) The German and Be'.gian au- 


thorities \\111 neglect nothing to see 
that food Is assured to the popula- 
tion." 


These promises wero not kept, as 


Cardinal Mercier and, his colleagues 
show by abundant evidence In the "Ap- 
peal to Truth." 


"On March 23d, 1915, at the arsenal 


at Luttre the German authorities post- 
ed a notice demanding return to work. 
On .April 21st, 200 workmen were call- 
ed for. On April 27th soldiers went 
to fetch the workmen from their 
homes and take them to the arsenal. 
In the nbsence of a workman, a mem- 
ber of the family was arrested. 
O Workmen imprisoned on Trains. . 


"However, the men maintained their 


refusal to work, "because they were 
unwilling to co-operate In acts of war 
against their country.' 


"On May 4th, 24 workmen detained 


In prison ot Nlvolles were tried at 
Mons by a court-martial, 'on the charge 
of being members of n secret society, 
having for Its aim to thwart the carry- 
Ing out of German military measures." 
They were condemned to Imprison- 
ment, 


"On May 8th, 1915, 48 workmen 


were shut np in a freight car and 
taken to Germany. 


"On May 14th, 45 men were deport- 


ed to Germany. 


"On May ISth a fresh proclamation 


announced that the prisoners would 
receive only dry bread and water, and 
hot food, only every four days. 
On 


May 22d three cars with 104 work- 
Men were sent toward Charlerol." 


"A similar course was adopted nt 


Malines, where by various methods 
of Intimidation, the German authori- 
ties attempted to1 force the workers at 
the arsenal to work on material for 
th* railways, as If It were not plafn 
that this material would' become war 
material sooner or late^. 


Stopped All Traffic in Mallnes. 


"On May 30th, 1915, the governor 


general announced that he 'would be 
obliged to punish the town of Mallnes 
and. its suburbs by stopping all com- 
mercial trriTSc If by 10 a. m. on 
Wednesday, June 2d, 500 workmen

tality, but there have been so many 
obstacles In tho way of obtaining evi- 
dence on which a calm and Judicious 
opinion could be based, and one is 
so overwhelmed with the horror of the 
thing itself, that it has been, and even 
now Is, difficult to write calmly and 
justly about It. I have had to content 
myself with fragments of dispatches 
I have from time to time sent to the 
department and with doing what I 
could, little as that can be, to allevi- 
ate the distress that this gratuitous 
cruelty has caused the population of 
this unhappy land. 


Whitlock Opposed Belgian Idea. 
"In order to understand fully the 


situation, it is necessary to go back to 
the autumn* of 1914. 
At the" time we 


were organizing the relief work, the 
Comite National — the Belgian relief or- 
ganization that collaborates with the 
commission for relief In Belgium — 
proposed an arrangement by which 
the Belgian government should pay 
to its own employees left in Belgium, 
and 'Other unemployed men besides, 
the wages they had been accustomed 
to receive. 
The Belgians wished to 


do this both for humanitarian and pa- 
triotic purposes ; they wished to 'pro- 
vide the unemployed with the means 
of livelihood, nnd, at the same time, 
to prevent their—working for the Ger- 
mans. I refused to be connected in 
any way with tills plan, and told the 
Belgian committee that it had many 
possibilities of danger; that not only 
would It place n premium on idleness, 
but that it would ultimately exasper- 
ate tl%p Germans. However, the policy 
was adopted, nnd has been continued 
in practice, and on the rolls of the 
Comite National have been borne the 
names of hundreds of thousands- 
some 700,000, I believe — of idle men 
receiving this dole, distributed through 
the communes. 


"The presence of these unemployed, 


however, was a constant temptation 
to German cupidity. Many times they 
sought to obtain the lists of the cho- 
meurs, but were always foiled by the 
claim that under the guaranties cov- 
ering the relief work, the records of 


at tho arsenal. 


"On "Wednesday, June 2d, not a 


single man appeared. Accordingly, a 
complete stoppage took place of every 
vehicle within a radius of several kilo- 
meters of the town. 


"Several workmen were taken by 


force and kopt two or three days at 
the arsenal. 


"The commune of Sweveghm "west- 


ern Flanders) was punished in June, 
1915, because" the 350 workmen at the 
private factory of M. Bekacrt refused 
to make barbed wire for the German 
army. 


"The following notice was p'arnrd- 


ed at Menin in July-August, 1..5: 
'By order: From today the town will 
no longgr afford aid of .any descrip- 
tion — including assistance to their 
families, wives, and children — to any 
operatives except those who work 
regularly at military work, nnd o. ,er 
tasks assigned to them. All other op- 
eratives and their families can hence- 
forward not be helped in any fashion.' 


Punished for Refusal to Work. 
"Similar measures, were taken In 


October, 1915, at Harlebekelez-Court- 
rai, Bisseghem, LokercJ, and Mons 
From Harlebeke 29 inhabitants T-e 
transported to Germany. 
At Mon. 


In M. Lenoir's factory, the directors, 
foreman, nnd 81 workmen were Im- 
prisoned for having refused to work 
in the service of the German army. 7 
Lenolr was sentenced to five years' im- 
prisonment, the five directors to a 
year each, six foremen to six months, 
and the 81 workmen to eight weeks. 


"The general government had" re- 


course also to indirect methods of 
.compulsion. 
It seized the Belgian 


Efd Cross, confiscated its property, 
nnd changed its purpose arbitrarily. 
It attempted to make Itself master of 
the public charities, and to control the 
national aid and food committee.

munes. 
Finally, however, the mili- 


tary party, always brutal, nnd with an 
astounding Ignorance of public opin- 
ion nnd of moral sentiment, deter- 
mined to put these idle men to work. 


"General von Bissing and the civil 


portion of his entourage had always 
been tind even now are opposed to this 
policy, nnd I think have sincerely done 
what they could, first, to prevent its 
adoption, and secondly, to lighten the 
rigors of its application." 


German Promises Worthless. 


In the early days of the German ad- 


vance into Belgium, the people had 
learned to fear tlie worst. 
This was 


particularly true in Antwerp. In or- 
der to alleviate their fears and to ob- 
tain guaranties which might hasten 
the restoration of settled conditions, 
Cardinal llcrcier secured from the 
German government at Antwerp prom- 
ises, and In n circular letter dated Oc- 
tober 16th, 1914. asked the clergy of 
the province of Antwerp to comnrnnl-« 
cate them to the people: 


"The governor of Antwerp, Baron 


von Holningen, General von Huene, 
hns authorized me to inform you In his 
name and to communicate by your 
obliging Intermediary to o«r popula- 
tions, the three following declara- 
tions : 


"(1) Tho young men need not fear 


being taken_to_Gcrmany, either tqjbe

Fines Imposed Without Reason. 


The German authorities were not 


satisfied with one impoverishing levy. 
In November, 1915, one month before

With 
the eastern concerns closed on account 
OJE Ihe high cost of transporting intu- 
orals to the K:f-t, the western firm" 
will enlarge tueir smelters and amply 
supply the entire United States, Pro- 
fcsfor llaworth points out. 


Tho question of adequate sulphuric 


acid supply came hefor~ the chemists 
of the country at tlu recent conven- 
tion of the American Institute of Min- 
ing J'n"lneprs In St. Louis. The east- 
ern companies reported that the United 
States was threatened with a. short- 
age of sulplunic :icid, since the sup- 
ply of pynte, which had been import- 
ed, was cut eft. Geologist* in the West 
and South are mw asking the eastern 
cIieniKls ami manufacturing compa- 
nies to turn to the West for the sup- 
ply.
